ORDER 


Representations have been received by Government from various 
organisations on the problems of Kuttanad cultivators. A conference was 
held on December 9, 1980 in the Secretariat 10 discuss these problems 
Chief Minister , Minister of Agriculture and Social Welfare and other 
Ministers , Officers connected with Kuttanad , problems and representatives 
of farmers organisations participated in the conference. The problems of 
Kuttanad cultivators were discussed by the conference in detail. After 
examining the various issues raised at the conference; Government are 
pleased to issue the following orders : 

(1) The cost of dewatering will be borne by Government in full. 
This will include electricity charges, hire charges of motors and its equip 
ments , and cost of installation This is in lieu of the pumping subsidy 
ordered in the G. O. read as first paper above . 

This concession will be 
made applicable to the cultivators of Kuttanad area , kole lands of Trichur 
District, Ponnani taluk of Malappuram District and Vellayani Kayal in 
Trivandrum District. 

( 2) The interest relief sanctioned to small farmers in G. O. read as 
second paper above will be made applicable to farmers who own 2.03 ha 
(5 acres ) or less.

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(3 ) The decisions of the Industrial Relations Committee in respect 
of Kuttanad area will be implemented promptly . 

(4) In view of the peculiar problems faced by paddy cultivators of 
the State , a one-man commission will be appointed to study their problems 
and suggest appropriate measures . Orders appointing the commission will 
be issued separately .

AWARD 
Dismissal of Sri P. V. Antony was the only issue referred by the 
Government of Kerala as per Order No. G. O. Rt. 77773 LBR dated 27-6-1973. 
In pursuance to notice issued the parties appeared and filed their statement, 
counter statement, rejoinder and adduad oral and documentary evidence 
GA. 13 J. 
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and after hearing the panties and on the basis of the evidence adduced an 
award was passed on 29-11-1975 . Though it was found that he was entitled 
to be reinstated since he was employed elsewhere drawing better salary the 
management was directed to pay him one years salary towards back wages 
and also compensation at the rate of two nionths wages for each completed 
year of service. Both parties challenged this. The Union s O. P. was taken 
as 2843|76 -E and the management s case was taken as O. P. No. 3052|76 -L . 
Now by para 19 of the common judgment in the above cases this Court is 
directed as follows : 

" I therefore, upholding the Tribunal s finding that there was no proper 
domestic enquiry , set aside its award so far as it deals with the dispute 
on merits as also the reliefs granted by the Tribunal to the workman , 
and direct it to continue the adjudication proceedings treating its find 
ing as regards the domestic enquiry as a preliminary finding and 
affording to both parties opportunity to adduce evidence before it, if 

they so choose. 0. P. No. 2843 of 1976 is allowed to this extent." 
So there is already now a finding that no proper domestic enquiry was con 
ducted. After remand order fresh notices were issued and the parties appeared . 
On behalf of the management the Secretary of the Society at the relevant 
time was examined . On behalf of the union the concerned worker was 
recalled and he said something more . 

The only question now to be considered is whether there is enough 
material to find that the worker is quilty of the charges levelled against 
him . 

The charge as seen from Ext. M7 reads as follows: 
( 1 ) Dishonesty in carrying out the work entrusted to you . 
( 2 ) Misappropriation of articles from the Cochin Dock Labour Board 

Employees Consumers Co - operative Stores." 
This was issued to two other workers who were also dismissed after an 
enquiry and they raised a Shop appeal and the dismissal was upheld . The 
charge as seen from the chargesheet is dishonesty and misappropriation of 
articles. There was a stock verification and there was some shortage and 
show cause notice was issued to the very same three persons and they gave 
their explanation and they also undertook as seen from Ext. M1 to make 
good the amount lost by the society in a proportionate way after deducting 
some allowance . 

It is the case of the management that after this verification and after 
obtaining the explanations they conducted another verification of countable 
items. The earlier show casue notice was issued on the basis of the stock 
verifications of all the items including countable items on 1-6-1972 . The 
later verification on the basis of which the charge shee s was framed and 
punishment inflicted was conducted on 1-7-1972. It is stated that the total 
shortage found when calculated came to the extent of a shortage of 
Rs. 4944.82 for the year ending 30-6-1972 . 


Now what is the evidence in this court to substantiate the charge of 
we management that this worker is guilty of dishonesty and misappropria 
tion . The allegation is that there was shortage in the countable items. 
The then secretary proves Ext. M4. I have perused it carefully . It is true 
that it bears the signature of all the three delinquent employees including 
this worker. This is only a stock verification statement. It does not show 
that there is shortage in any particular item . If they had all signed a 
statement saying that deficiency in respect of these items are noted then it 
was enough to show that there was shortage. I do not find anything like 
that. The definite charge is that there was deficiency in countable items. 

The counsel for the management refers to the previous notices issued . 
Ext. M1 is the reply given by this employee. That refers to the stock 
verification on 1-6-1972 . In this the workers have undertaken to make good 
the loss sustained by the society due to the shortage in stock . This is 
followed by Ext . M2 in which the same workers give various reasons for 
the shortage. This letter is probably a eply Ito Ext. M3 by which they have 
been asked to explain regarding the shortage in the stock . Ext. M5 is copy 
of the memo. The first sentence reads as follows: 

" The Board meeting held on 15-7-1972 and 22-7-1972 decided to recover 
a sum of Rs. 2013.50 from the three delinquent employees including 

Sri Antony " 
He was to pay 40 % of this amount which was fixed at Rs. 805.40. There 
is absolutely nothing in the documents filed in this court to show that they 
had conducted a verification of countable items on 1-7-1972 . The stock as 
per the register and stock found physically at the counter or warehouse is 
necessary to fix the shortage. There is absolutely nothing in this. The 
other statements or the explanations submitted earlier relate to stock 
verification conducted on 1-6-1972 and regarding that they have submitted 
explanations. Probably after considering this the management decided to 
realise the value of these articles from the concerned persons. Dishonesty 
committed according to the management which formed the subject matter 
of charge and enquiry related to the stock verification of countable items. 
In the absence of sufficient materials I find that the management has not 
succeeded in establishing that the worker is guilty of the charges levelled 
against him . So the worker is entitled to be reinstated . 
He is now employed elsewhere and the relief to be granted 

is only 
compensation in lieu of reinstatement. He is entitled to backwages only till 
31-12-1973 . Since he has stated that he is re-employed from 1-1-1974 he is 
entitled to backwages till 31-12-1973 and also compensation in lieu of rein 
statement at the rate of 2 months wages for each completed year of service. 


I pass this award as stated above.

AWARD 


" Feeder category for promotion as sider s in Doubling Department" is 
the only issue referred to this Tribunal for adjudication by Government of 
Kerala by Order No. G. O. Rt. No. 62179 L & H dated 25-4-1979 . 

In pursuance to the notice issued , Unicn No. I and the management 
appeared and though registered notices were issued again to other unions 
Union No. 4 alone appeared and other Unions did not appear and so they 
were declared ex parte. The General Secretary of Union No. 4 made an 
endorsement on the reference order that his union is not interested in the 
issue referred. The only union which has taken part in the proceedings 
sponsors the case of one individual workers to whom the management has 
denied promotion without any grounds. That is their allegation. 

The norms for promotion have been laid down by various agreements 
including the la est one in 1976 . When there was vacancy in the doubling 
department the sider eligible for promotion was Snit. Rossa , T. No. 1017 
who was working as Doff career. Subsequent to 1976 agreement the 
seniority was fixed and Rossa was the next person to be promo.ed . Without 
considering these principles the management promoted Vareed, T. No. 1025 
who was only a doffing boy. This is said to be illegal and this decision is 
to be set aside and Smt. Rossa is to be promoted to that post. 

The management says that it is true that there were certain conditions 
laid down in the 1976 agreement, but those were not the only conditions. 
In June, 1978 the then existing unions and the management entered into 
ano her settlement under the terms of which the promciion of Sri Vareed 
is strictly legal and there is no ground for any challenge. The management 
is bound to abide by the terms of 1978 settlement and they have done only 
that 

much by promodling Vareed . On the basis of the same agreement 
Rossa was also promoted and she accepted the same without any protest. 
It is also added by the management tha ) at the time of 1978 agreement 
Union No. I was not in existence and Smt. Rossa was a member of one of 
the unions which was a party to the settlement. There is no 

scope for 
interference and the worker is not entitled to any benefit or relief . 

There is a rejoinder filed by the union . This statement mentions that 
there was some split in the Alagappa Textile Workers Congress which led 
to the formation of Union No. I and due informa ion was given about this 
to the management and they were also given the nan.es of office bearers 
even prior to the agreement of June, 1978 . 

The terms of that agreement are not binding on the workers . This 
promilion has been denied to Rossa only to victimise a member belonging 
to Union No. 1 knowing that there existed Union No. 1 . The management 
could have invited them also to the conference and so they say that the 
agreement is not binding on them . The promotion given to Sri Vareed is 
in violation of the terms of the agreement in 1976 .

Exts . W1 to W8 and M1 are marked by mutual consent. This is a 
case where 4 unions which are parties to this dispute have taken no interest 
in this matter , and one union which has appeared has specifically stated 
that they are not interested in this issue. The issue referred is a general 
cne or a broad one regarding the picmotion of one section or category of 
workers. But Union No. I which alone has participated in the proceedings 
has sponsored the case of one individual worker. The question now is only 
whether promotion given to Sri Vareed is proper or not. 


The Union says that as per 1976 agreement Rossa a 

seniormost person 
was entitled to be promoted . Ext. W1 is the agreement referred to . 
Ext. W3 is the seniority list prepared in accordance with the terms of this 
settlement. 


The management contends that after this settlement there was another 
settlement on 13-6-1978 that is marked as Ext. W2 M1. The management 
would say that all the unions which were in existence at the time of this 
settlement have signed this settlement. But the union relies on certain 
letters sent to the management. They are marked here as Ext. W4, W5 
W6, and W8. W4 is dated 19-4-1978 . This informs the management 
that a new union is formed by Textile Labour Congress. The names of 
office bearers are informed . 


The only contention of the management is that this promotion was given 
to Sri Vareed in preference to Smt. Rossa in view of the agreement dated 
13-6-1978 That virtually proves the case of the union that but for the 1978 
agreement this promotion would have gone to Rossa and not to Vareed . The 
promotion of Vareed took place on 1-7-1978 , that is what the union has 
stated in the clarification statement and not denied by the management. 
Even before giving this promotion the union wrote by letter Ext. W5 dated 
14-6-1978 that the management is planning to deny the promotion to certain 
workers including this Smt. Rossa and they stated that this should not be 
proceeded with . Ext. W4 dated 19-4-1978 was sutlicient indication to the 
management that the union existed and that whey protested against the 
move of the management in giving promotion to Vareed . 


Here is a case where the management contends that this individual 
promotion was effected on the basis of a later settlement dated 13-6-1978 . 
All the unions who are parties to this dispute except Union No. I of which 
the concerned worker is now a member agreed to make changes in the pro 
motion policy. At that time this union was not a registered one. Those 
unions have not disputed or to put it bluntly they have not cared to appear 
before this Tribunal in response to the notice and one union that is Union 
No. 4 has endorsed that they are not interested in the issue referred . 


This Union also does not say that this action of the management of 
promoting Sri Vareed is not in accordance with the later settlement dated 
13-7-1978. All the other unions represent large majority of workers. 
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The issue referred though a broad and wide one has been narrowed 
down by the union to sponsor the case of one individual worker. There is 
no allegation that this is a measure of victimisation or unfair labour practice 
and that is evidenced by the subsequent promotion . So if this promotion 
effected on the basic of a laetr settlement to which all the then existing trade 
unions were parties is disturbed it will in effect nullify the provisions of the 
settlement. This will only lead to labour unrest . In view of this fact I 
find that this worker is not entitled to any relief. 

I pass this award as stated above.
